TRAMWAY APPEAL COURT

This Court was instituted under the 


1910 Tramways Amendment Act to 
hear and determine all appeals by 
Tramway employees against dismis- 


sals, disratings, fines or other punish- 
ments or reductions in pay or other 
emoluments, taking into consideration 
any Award or Industrial Agreement in 
force under the Industrial Conciliation 
and Arbitration Act, 1908, or _ its 
amendments. 


The Board consists of three persons 
—one representative appointed by the 
employers, one representative ap- 
pointed by the employees, and the 
Senior Magistrate in the district. 


The employees over the years have 
been very successful in their represen- 
tatives, the following persons having 
acted on the Court:—1911, Mr, G. 
Lomas; 1914, Mr. J. D. Nind, 1917, Mr. 


F. Scott; 1920, Mr. J. Wilson; 1926, 
Mr. J. A. Webb. Mr. J. A. Webb has 
been the employees’ representative 


since 1926, and has this year resigned 
owing to his promotion to an officer 
of the Board. The services of Mr. 
Webb were recognised by the em- 
ployees at a social evening in the

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Sick Benefit Society Notes 


The annual meeting of the Christ- 
church Tramway Sick Benefit Society 
took place in the Trades Hall on Sun- 
day, January 21st, 1940. 


The Secretary reported that there 
had been a gain of £199/11/10 in the 
year’s working, which was very Ssatis- 
factory. The membership of the So- 
ciety on the Ist January, 1940, was 389 
members, made up as follows: Traffic, 
207; Workshops, 56; Permanent Way, 
56; Nightshift, 40; Office, 10; Inspec- 
tors, 6; Overhead, 7; Powerhouse, 3. 
Seven members are at present away on 
Military Service, and it has been de- 
cided to keep open their membership 
whiist they are away. 


Two members of the Society had 
passed away during the year—Messrs. 
G. Copsey and S. Haymes—and a mo- 


tion of condolence was passed with the 
relatives. 

Owing to the introduction of the 
Social Security Act new members of 
the Society are not joining up as 
quickly as we would like them to. We 
would like to point out that the Social 
Security Act does not pay out sickness 
benefit for the first seven days of sick- 
ness, and that 85% of the sick pay 
paid out by the Society is for the first 
seven days. In addition, we are now 
classed as a “like Society’’ for the pur- 
poses of the Act, and members can 
draw our sick pay in addition to the 
amounts they receive under the Act, 

We were again indebted to the 
Christchurch Tramway Board for the 
subsidy towards our funds of £80, and 
we desire to thank the Chairman and 
members of the Board for same.

A BUSY CITY 
—_——_——_. 
SYDNEY’S PEAK-HOUR PROBLEM 

Every week day more than 1,000,000 
passengers are carried to and from the 
city by trams and buses alone, requir- 
ing the use of 1500 tramears, 173 Gov- 
ernment buses, and four trolley buses. 
The problems’ involved are made all 
the more difficult by the fact that most 
of this number have to be transported 
during the peak hour between 5 and 6 
p.m. 

Last year trams and buses in Sydney 
transported 317,211,648 passengers over 
37,886,615 miles. For this service the 
passengers paid 3,034,896, -and 9376 
drivers and conductors were employed. 
Twelve tram and three omnibus depots 
are now needed to house and service 
the fleet in daily use. 

During the day 533 trams on all lines 
are sufficient to cope with the crowds, 
but at the peak hour 1370 vehicles 
have to be used. The record loading 
for any one day on the trams totalled 
1,367,568 passengers, which was’ on 
April 11, 1924, when the British Fleet 
arrived but there have since been 
many days on which this number has 
almost been reached. 


HANDLING RACE CROWDS. 

Transport Department officials claim 
that no country in the world handles 
race crowds more scientifically than 
they are handled at Randwick, where 
loading and unloading facilities are 
now on an elaobrate scale. After the 
finish of the races passengers reach 
their platforms by overhead bridges 
from the course. The approaches and 
stairways leading to them have been 
specially designed to permit the exit 
of just as many persons as can be 
handed by the tramway service with- 
out causing congestion at the plat- 
forms. As a result 1000 passengers a 
minute are transported without con- 
fusion or congestion. 

The fact also that 375 car loads, con- 
veying appproximately 28,560 passen- 
gers, were shifted from the Sydney 
Cricket Ground in less than 25 minutes 
recently afforded further proof of the 
effectiveness of the Sydney tramways 
in expeditious loading and despatch.

Alec also gained the 30-mile Tech- 
nical Club Championship, and filled

In 1935, for the third time in succes- 
sion, Bob carried off the Papanui Club 
Championship, also third fastest time 
in the Palmerston North to Wellington 
race, and third fastest time in the 50- 
mile Championship. 

During 1935 Alec was runner-up for 
the Technical 30-mile Championship, 
also runner-up for the 25-mile Canter- 
bury Championship. Riding in Club 
races, from 10 starts he gained eight 
fastest times and gained the Rangiora 
Wheel Race of three miles. In 1936 Bob 
again came to light in the Papanui 
Club Championship, He also gained 
second fastest time Round the Gorges. 
In that year Alec won the Technical

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War Time Transport Trends 


(By Mr. M. CABLE, General Manager, Wellington Tramways.) 


The introduction as a war measure 
of fuel reStrictions in Great Britain 
has seriously interfered with the oper- 
ation of all forms of transport utilising 
petrol and oil engined vehicles, and 
many otf the city passenger transport 
undertakings have experienced a ma-x- 
ed decline in business due to the en 
forced curtailment of services, 


A number of tramway authorities who 
were considering the replacement of 
their rail services at the outbreak of 
war last September have since decided 
to carry on with their services and 
review the position at the end of the 
war. Several undertakings, including 
the Liverpool Corporation, are actu- 
ally extending their track system in 
crder to provide cheap transport to 
new housing areas. 


In referring to the position of these 
undertakings who replaced their tram- 
ways with buses, an editorial in a re- 
cent issue of ‘‘Passenger Transport 
Journal’ contains the following com- 
ment:— 


“We commiserate with those opera- 
tors who, when their undertakings be- 
come obsolete, decided in the maturity 
cf their judgment to go over to omni- 
buses fuelled either with petrol or by 
heavy oil—they took a risk in making 
themselves dependent upon imported 
fuels when home-produced tuels were 
available to them. [It is easy to be wise 
after the event, but the recalling of 
tramcars in many towns, and the com. 
parative immunity from fuel restric- 
tions of trolley buses tells its own 
tale. . , . This may conceivably be a 
very long war; fuel supplies saved now 
may be werth many times their present 
value—not in money, but in striking 
power—three or four years hence.” 


The advantage of the trolley bus 
which is propelled by electricity pro- 
vided by home-produced fuel has been 
clearly demonstrated in Great Britain 
since the outbreak of war, and those 
undertakings which adopted this type 
of vehicle have been able to maintain 


unrestricted service to their patrons. 


The acceleration, braking and sim- 
plicity of control of the trolley bus 
gives this vehicle an advantage which 
permits of a better performance than 
can be obtained with other types of 
road passenger vehicles. Experience 
in Great Britain indicates’ that with 
electrical energy at .5 pence per unit, 
the cost of operating trolley buses 
compares favourably with the figures 
obtained with diesel buses. 


Although the fuel restrictions have 
seriously hampered the activities of 
many transport services, they have 
given a great impetus to the develop- 
iment and utilisation of forms of pro- 
pulsion which are not dependent on 
imported fuel, the most important of 
which are producer gas, compressed 
coal gas, and electric batteries, 

In referring to the development of 
gas producers for transport purposes, 
in an address in London early this 


‘year, Sir R. W. Matthews spoke as 


follows:— 


“In these difficult times what the 
country requires more than anything 
else is complete harmonisation and de- 
velopment of all its alternative forms 
ot transport. If we can do anything 
that is going to relieve the pressure on 
other forms of transport and thus re- 
duce the demand for imported fuel, we 
will be doing a great national ser- 
vice.” 


Another speaker at the same func- 
tion—Col. W. A. Bustow—made the 
statement that so much progress had 
been made during the past’ three 
months in the thermal efficiency and 
construction of gas producer equip- 
ment, and the cost of operation had 
been so much reduced that’ there 
seemed to be no reason why gas pro- 
ducers should not become a thoroughly 
important part of the transport busi- 
ness of the future.

Subsidizing Military Pay. 

The “Journal of Municipal 
sport’’ states:— 

“Nearly +400 local authorities have 
now agreed to supplement the pay of 
members of their staffs serving in 
the Forces, according to a statement 
issued by the National Association of 
Local Government Officers. Only 48 
(12 per cent.) have refused to do so. 

“Since the passing on September 
5th of the Local Government Staffs 
(War Service) Act empowering local 
authorities to make up the difference 
between civil and war service pay of 
their employees (continues the state- 
ment), 560 authorities have reached 
decisions on the question. Of these, 
390 are making up the difference in 
full, 122 are making qualified pay- 
ments, and 48 are making no pay- 
ments.’’

Sewerage Gas, 

The same journal states:— 

‘‘At a meeting of Middlesex County 
Council on 27th October, approval was 
given to a scheme for using surplus 
methane gas, procured from sewage 
sludge, instead of petrol for motor 
transport vehicles. It was estimated 
that over 300,000 gallons of petrol a 
year would be saved 

A report of the Council stated that a 
steady surplus of over 150,000 cubic 
feet per day of methane gas was being 
produced at the Council’s sewage 
works at Mogden. This was equiva- 
lent to 700 gallons of petrol a day, 
worth £19,000 a year at present prices, 


Two compressors for storing the gas~ 


are to be purchased, and it is proposed 
to start by equipping the vehicles of 
the Council’s main drainage depart- 
ment with the necessary cylinders for 
carrying the gas. This would save the 
Council over 200 gallons of petrol a 
week, or about £700 a year at present 
prices. An extension of the scheme to 
general county vehicles would then be 
possible, followed by a general sale to 
haulage contractors, and perhaps to

the London Transport Board, who, 
stated the report, were already inves- 
tigating the proposal. At present the 
surplus gas is burned to waste, a pro- 
cess which presents some difficulty in 
view of the black-out restrictions. 
‘According to the report, Berlin has 
over 1,000 vehicles operating on meth- 
ane gas, the authorities there working 
on the Birmingham methods which 
Middlesex proposes to adopt in con- 
sultation with Dr. C. M. Walter, of the 
Birmingham Gas Department, who is 
the British expert on the operation of 
motor trasport by compressed _ gas. 
The report states that, ‘as a practical 
and economic proposition, sludge gas, 
containing 70 per cent. methane, has 
great advantages over town’s gas. It 
is particularly suitable for operating 
the standard petrol engine on account 
of its anti-knock properties, and at the 
same time gives more energy than 
town gas for the same volume.’ ’’

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Best Way Of Winning More Riders 


The following is an article from the 
“American Transit Journal,’ and 
covers a survey of operators’ opinions: 

“We all agree that the best agency 
for increasing the number of riders is 
the use of the most modern type of 
vehicle.” 

“T am of the opinion that the first 
and most important thing in the 
transportation business is new and 
modern equipment.” 

These are typical of the opinions of 
more than a thousand transit officials 
in the United States and Canada, 
whose views were sought by “Transit 
Journal’ in a survey to determine the 
most effective means of winning more 
riders. Modern equipment first—there 
is scarcely a dissenting opinion on that 
question. And certainly there are a 
tremendous number of case examples 
to prove it. In fact, the transit indus- 
try is so thoroughly convinced of the 
value of modern equipment that there 
seems no need for any special discus- 
sion on the point. 

But that does not mean that there 
are not other effective means that can 
be adoped, too. It was primarily to 
develop a broad foundation of opinion 
on the relative importance of these 
other means of winning move riders 
that the journal conducted its survey. 

Nine specific factors influencing the 
use of transit Service were selected for 
ranking. Arranged alphabetically they 
were—colour scheme and condition of 
paint; comfort and cleanliness of the 
vehicles; convenience of routing; fre- 
quency of service; publicity and adver- 
tising activity; rate of fare; regularity 
of service; skill and courtesy of em- 
ployees, and speed of operation. 

“T find answering’ your  question- 
naire is just about as easy as answer- 
ing that old query—‘Have you stopped 
beating your wife?’ Every one of the 
factors mentioned is important to a 
well-rounded efficient service,’ said 
one reply. “T believe that all of the 
factors are very important for the suc- 
cessful operation of transit service,

and it is very difficult to rate them 
in the order of their importance,’ said 
another, 

Assuming, however, that a reason- 
able measure of attention would be 
paid to all factors, and that none 
would be neglected entirely, a large 
majority of the transit officials answer_ 
ing the journal’s inquiry seemed to 
have quite definite opinion as to what 
factor ranked first in importance in 
winning more riders, what factors 
were next in importance, and what 
were slightly less important. Natur- 
ally their views varied somewhat ac- 
cording to the particular conditions of 
operation on their own systems. Re- 
plies from the small cities and from 
interurban properties showed a rather 
different trend from those coming 
from the large cities. Nevertheless 
there was a very considerable agree- 
ment along certain lines, 

Taking the industry as a_ whole, 
without regard to the size or location 
of the city concerned, opinion ran 
overwhelmingly to “frequency of 
service’ as being the most important 
influencing transit patronage. ‘‘Regu- 
larity of service,’’ which, of course, is 
Closely allied to “frequency,” though 
not exactly the same thing, since 
vehicles may be operated on a _ short 
scheduled headway but not’ evenly 
spaced—was ranked second by a ma- 
jority of operators. Only slightly less 
important in the opinions of those par- 
ticipating in the survey were ‘“‘rate of 
fare’ and ‘‘convenience of routing.’ A 
substantial number of votes were also 
cast for “‘comfort and cleanliness of 
vehicles.’’ Some support was given to 
each of the other four factors on the 
list, but it was notably less than for 
the first five. The exact ranking of 
each of the nine factors is shown in 
the accompanying tabulation. 

When the vote was analysed accord- 
ing to the type of transit property with 
which the voter was connected, some 
interesting variations of opinion were 
found. In cities over 500,000 popula- 
tion, as well as in those between 
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100,000 and 500,000 population, the vote 
for “frequency of service’ ran well 
ahead of all others. ‘‘Convenience of 
routing’ and “regularity of service’’ 
were ranked next, with ‘‘speed’’ and 
‘rate of fare’’ considered to be some- 
what less important. 

In the cities under 100,000 popula- 
tion, on the other hand, the “rate of 
fare’ was placed definitely ahead of 
every other factor influencing the use 
of transit service. “Frequency”? and 
“regularity’’ were considered import- 
ant, but ‘‘convenience of routing’’ was

WELLINGTON TRAMWAYS v. CHRISTCHURCH TRAMWAYS (Holders). 


Played at Kilbirnie Park on Monday and Tuesday, February 12th and 138th. 


The Christchurch team left Lyttel- 
ton on Friday, 9th, and after a pleasant 
crossing, during which our “Choir” 
gave a good account of themselves, we 
were met at the wharf by our Welling- 
ton cricket friends with a bus to con- 
vey us to the New Commercial Hotel. 
After breakfast we were taken to 
“FHlectricity House,’’ where Mr. Cable, 
the manager of Wellington Tramways, 
and Mr, Hutton, his assistant, gave the 
team and their lady friends a_ very 
warm welcome. Afterwards the party 
was shown over the offices, and of par- 
ticular interest was the opportunity to 
visit the Control Room, from which 
the entire Tramway system of Welling- 
ton is electrically controlled from.a 
switchboard. Through the’ kindness 
of Mr. Cable the operator gave a spe- 
cial demonstration of this wonderful 
invention. From the Tramway Offices 
we were driven to the Exhibition, 
where we were officially welcomed by 
the head of the Exhibition Entertain- 
ment Committee and admitted as 
guests. Space will not allow me to go 
into details about the wonders of the 
Exhibition, but to Tramway men—if 
you have any chance of making the 
trip—don’t miss it. 


On Sunday the members of the team 
and their friends were taken on a tour 
of the bays in one of the Wellington 
Tramway’s new Diesel buses. After- 
noon tea was served at Day’s Bay, and 
altogether a very enjoyable afternoon 
was spent. 


Early on Monday morning the skies 
looked decidedly threatening, but our 
luck was in, and the weather turned 
out beautifully fine and hot for the 
first day of the match. 


Ron Commons won the toss and de- 
cided to send Wellington in to bat on 
a wicket that was beautifully prepared 
but with just the possibility that the 
slow bowlers might get a little assist- 
ance from it. 


THE GAME. 

A few minutes after 11 o’clock B. 
Clothier and‘ J. Brooks came out to 
open for Wellington. Patrick (medium 
fast) bowled to Brooks, who took a 
sharp single off the fourth ball. Com- 
mons (left-hand slow) bowled towards 
the Exhibition end, and his first ball 
went for + byes. 


Sensation followed in Patrick’s sec- 
ond over, when Brooks was clean 
bowled by a fine ball which came off 
fast and just took off the bails. (1 for 
S15 

J. Howard joined Clothier and scored 
a single from the first ball to mid-off, 
and went close to being run out from 
the stroke, but MHartley’s smart pick 
up and accurate return saw the bats- 
man just scramble home. 


Commons was occasionally getting a 
considerable turn on the ball, one of 
these beating everyone and going for 
four byes. 

Good fielding by Browne and Hartley 
saved runs for Christchurch, and then 
J. Howard square cut Patrick for four 
and drove him for a single. He then 
turned the fast bowler to leg for four 
—a clever shot. Clothier was content " 
to play the rock and survived an ap- 
peal from Patrick for l.b.w. The score 
steadily advanced to 36, mainly 
through Howard, who was showing 
nice form. At this stage the first 
change was made in the bowling, 
Lukies (slow right-hand) replacing 
Commons. Four runs came from the - 
first over, in which Clothier cocked one 
up between the wickets, but just out 
of reach of a fieldsman. Commons 
changed over to Patrick’s end in the 
next over. Howard pulled Lukies for 
a four, but was clean bowled by the 
next ball, which turned in from leg 
and took the middle pin. (2 for 46). 
Howard had batted stylishly for his 26, 
which included three +’s. O’Connor 
(left-hand) joined Clothier, who had 
been at the wicket 55 minutes for nine 
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runs. O’Connor was let off in the 
slips when Patrick juggled with one 
before dropping it—a_ difficult ball. 
Lukies was the bowler, O’Connor took 
a four to. lég off Lukies to bring up 
the 50 in 58 minutes, and Clothier took 
a single to leg to make his score 10. 

Christchurch was fielding very well, 
and a brilliant stop by Hartley at 
point saved four runs. O'Connor 
nearly played a ball from Commons on 
to his wicket, but beautifully straight 
drove the next ball for six. He got 
a two and a four in the same over, but 
was clean bowled with the last ball, a 
well flighted leg break. (3 for 69). 

Patrick replaced Lukies, who hai 
taken 1 for 12. The fast bowler this 
time had the wind behind him, and h.s 
first over was a maiden to Clothier. 

Gilbert, who joined Clothier, scored 
a single to leg off Commons to make 
the total 70. He put Patrick to fine 
leg for four and then a bit Squarer for 
two. A confident appeal for a catch 
behind the wickets in the same over 
was not allowed. 

Alexander (right hand medium) re- 
placed Commons and bowled a maiden 
to Clothier. In the next over, Gilbert 
went for a lick and was clean bowled 
by Patrick. (+ for 76). Maher, the 
new-comer, safely played out the rest 
of the over. Patrick was bowling very 
accurately, his nine overs having cost 
only 25 runs, and he had taken two 
good wickets. Maher received an in- 
jury to his knee, and was allowed a 
runner. A Slow period followed, when 
the bowlers were pegging the batsmen 
down, but asingle to Clothier through 
the gully brought up the 80, and the 
same batsman then off drove an over- 
pitched ball from Alexander for two. 

At 12.45 Lukies again bowled. Maher 
pulled the first ball for a single, and a 
similar shot by Clothier came from the 
fourth ball, making another single. 

The Christchurch captain again 
bowled in place of Alexander.- A leg 
bye came off the third ball, making ex- 
tras 10. The sixth ball was driven for 
four by Clothier, his first boundary, 
thus making the score 90. In Com- 
mons’ next over Clothier brightened 
up by square cutting the second ball 
for four and pulled the next for two,

to bring up the 100 in 110 minutes. 

The lunch interval was taken short- 
ly after with the score at 111 for 4 
(Clothier not out 39, Maher not out 4). 

On resuming, Patrick bowled to 
Clothier and a single came from the 
over. Alexander came on from the 
Exhibition end and bowled into the 
breeze, which had become quite strong. 
Clothier put the first three balls to the 
leg boundary, and in Alexander’s next 
over took 17 with four 4+’s and a single. 
Clothier was now batting brilliantly, 
and when Commons came on for Alex- 
ander he beautifully late cut that 
bowler for four, making the total 150. 
Since lunch the score had mounted 
rapidly, +40 runs being added in 12 
minutes. A good cover drive by Maher 
was finely fielded by Dawson, and then 
Whittaker (medium right hand) was 
given a turn with the ball to rest 
Patrick, who had _ bowled finely—14 
overs for 536 runs and 2 wickets. 

Clothier collected two 4’s from Whit- 
taker, making his score 80 and _ the 
total 160. The Christchurch fielding, 
which had been good, was developing a 
few patches. 

Maher turned a one towards the leg 
boundary, Caadenhead chasing’ the 
ball right to the line to turn a four 
into three. Clothier beautifully cut 
Whittaker for four and pulled the next 
ball for another boundary, to make 
him 90 and the score 180. With no 
alteration to the score Commons got 
Maher l1.b.w. and so broke a valuable 
partnership which had added _ 104 
runs. Maher’s score of 17 was made 
by good cricket, his scoring strokes 
being stylishly made. Monro, the 
Wellington skipper, was next, and he 
opened his account with a pull for two 
off Commons. Cadenhead (slow right 
hand) replaced Whittaker, and a Sin- 
gle came from the first over. Monro 
was all at sea to Commons’s next over, 
but managed to survive. Clothier, who 
was approaching his century, took a 
two and two singles from Commons 
and then a single from the next over 
completed his hundred after being at 
the wicket for 165 minutes. 

Cadenhead nearly bowled Monro 
with a faster ball which took the var- 
nish off the leg stump. 
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Patrick came on again for Commons 
and a single off his first ball brought 
the 200 up. Monro turned Patrick 
nicely to leg for four, and a bye in the 
same over made extras 14. 

In his next over Patrick clean 
bowled Clothier, whose fine innings 
had been of utmost value to his side. 
His score of 106 included 14 fours. 
After a particularly quiet opening Clo- 
thier had scored very fast, especially 
in the period immediately after lunch.

A leg shot for a_ sgingle 
opened the account and then Alexan- 
der, who was the other opening bats- 
man, was clean bowled with the last 
ball of the over. Maher was the other 
bowler, and further disaster came for 


Christchurch when Dawson, in at- 
tempting to square cut a rising ball, 
was caught behind the wicket by 
Maher. (2 for 1). Parkes followed, 


and took a single through the = slips, 
and square cut Darroch for four, a fine 
shot. Commons, who had come in at 
the fall of the first wicket, scored a 
neat single to leg and brought’ the 
score to 10. Commons scored a single 
off Darroch, and then finely off drove 
teh next ball hard to the boundary. 
In Darroch’s next over Parkes played 
back to a well-pitched ball and lost his 
off stumps. (3 for 20). Browne came 
in next and took a single off Darroch. 
Commons brilliantly hooked the next 
ball for six. Darroch and Maher each 
bowled a maiden, and a spell of quiet 
play folilowed, although Commons’s 


stylish play was always good to watch. 
O’Connor spelled Maher, who _ had 
taken one for eleven off six overs. 

Commons pulled O’Connor high into 
the open field for four and repeated 
the stroke off the next ball, but off the 
Gth ball Commons was given out 1,b.w. 
(4 for 46). Patrick joined Browne 
and four byes came from a ball from 
Elliott, who had _ replaced Darroch. 
Browne, who had been very quiet, 
nicely cut O’Connor for four, and then 
a leg bye made the extras 8.

Potter, the 12th 
man, was fielding substitute for Noot, 
who had had two stitches inserted in 
his injured hand. Whittaker put the 
fourth ball through the gully for a 
single and then Cadenhead called for a 


Short run and just got home. Whit- 
taker put Darroch through the slips 
for four and saved the _ follow-on. 


Cadenhead drove Darroch for two, and 
in the next over hooked Maher to the 
leg boundary to make the total 120. 
O’Connor replaced Maher, and Caden- 
head took a cheeky single, and Whit- 
taker skied the next ball, which was 
safely held by Elliott. (129 for 9).

Howard came in and by forceful play 
the score was taken to 10. A ball from 
Patrick rose sharply and struck Clo- 
thier on the thumb, and the batsman 
had to retire. Brooks came in to face 
the unfinished over and took a Single 
off the last ball. A confident appeal 
for l.b.w. by Commons against Brooks 
was refused and the batsman square 
cut the next ball for three. In the 
next over Brooks was foolishly run 
out. (2 for 25). 

The left hander, O’Connor, came in 
next and square cut Patrick for four, 
but off the next ball was dropped in 
the slips by Dawson, O’Connor nicely 
chopped Commons through the slips 
for a single, and powerfully pulled the 
next ball into the pavilion for six.
